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The  trouble  with  communication  is  that  it  so  frequently  requires  a  medium.  There 
is  much  talk  of  media  in  our  time,  especially  of  the  deplorable  implications  of  the  word 
when  coupled  with  the  word  mass.  In  a  sense,  however,  any  medium,  however  limited 
its  audience,  has  mass  elements  inasmuch  as  it  comes  between  the  man  communicating 
and  the  man  listening  or  in  some  other  way  receiving  the  message.  That  is,  it  is  es- 
sentially a  one-way  communication  when  the  speaker  is  in  the  studio  and  the  listener 
at  home,  or  when  the  author  is  at  his  desk  and  the  reader  of  his  book,  no  matter  how 
sympathetic  with  what  he  reads,  is  in  his  armchair  miles  away. 

Even  KPFA  is  a  "mass"  medium.  IT  stands  there  —  a  radio  station  with  studios, 
transmitters,  a  staff  of  somewhat  irrelevant  personnel  (irrelevant,  that  is,  to  direct 
communication  between  the  program  participant  and  the  listener).  But  the  mass  of 
KPFA  listeners  is  small  enough  so  that  there  can  be  some  give  and  take  between  lis- 
teners and  participants.  This  kind  of  inter-communication  has  often  taken  place  between 
a  KPFA  listener-sponsor  and  someone  who  presents  a  program  over  KPFA.  Listeners 
have  frequently  responded  to  commentators  and  other  speakers  who  have  asked  some 
specific  question  over  the  air.  The  communication  becomes  a  two-way  one  when  the 
program  participant  speaks  to  his  audience,  they  speak  back,  and  he  in  turn  responds 
to  them. 

There  is  a  sentiment  abroad  that  KPFA  program  participants  can  be  bothered  by 
too  much  fan  mail.  One  listener  writes:  "The  difficulty  with  listener-sponsored  radio 
is  that  the  most  appreciative  listeners  tend  to  keep  silence  for  fear  the  personalities 
involved  in  its  operation  will  give  up  in  despair  and  ne'er  be  heard  again  if  the  fan- 
mail  should  be  so  heavy  as  to  wall  them  in  —  much  as  the  painter  might  paint  himself 
in  a  room  and  ne'er  paint  a  floor  again  .  .  .  All  regular  features  are  .  .  .  depended  upon, 
while  we  tend  to  keep  silence." 

Listeners  can  be  assured  that  those  who  speak  to  them  from  KPFA  delight  in  re- 
ceiving mail.  It  is  their  reward,  to  know  that  they  have  been  heard,  and  that  those  who 
have  heard  have  something  to  say  to  them.  It  is  not  necessary  to  limit  sponsorship  to 
the  financial  subscription,  vital  as  that  is.  Moral  support  is  good  too.

Flagstad  recording  of  Tristan  und  Isolde,  beginning  at  2:20  and  ending  at  7:20.  As  usual,  we 
have  an  intermission  after  the  first  act  (from  3:50  to  4:20)  during  which  the  KPFA  seventh 
birthday  program  is  to  be  rebroadcast. 

CONTEMPORARY  MUSIC  —  compositions  by  two  well-known  young  Bay  Area  composers, 
Andrew  Imbrie  and  Jerome  Rosen,  will  be  heard  on  May  17  at  9:00  p.m.  This  is  a  rebroadcast 
of  the  last  of  this  year's  University  of  California  series  of  Noon  Concerts,  recorded  weekly 
during  the  academic  year  on  the  Berkeley  campus. 
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"Meet  the  Composer",  on  May  18th  at  8:10,  features  another  local  composer,  Gordon  Cyr, 
who  will  be  interviewed  by  Paul  Turok. 

A  program  of  special  interest  is  a  discussion  by  Mr.  Turok  of  Bernard  Wagenaar's  Second 
String  Quartet,  on  May  25th  at  8:30.  Wagenaar,  who  teaches  at  the  Juilliard  School  of  Music, 
is  often  listed  among  the  major  American  composers,  but  his  music  has  scarcely  been  heard, 
let  alone  discussed,  in  this  area.  The  Second  Quartet  dates  from  1931,  his  best  period.  The 
program  will  be  illustrated  by  a  tape  recording  otherwise  unavailable. 

Riccardo  Zandonai  was  once  considered  a  leading  figure  in  twentieth  century  music. 
His  opera  Francesca  da  Rimini  is  scheduled  for  revival  by  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Association 
next  fall,  and  will  be  broadcast  on  Sunday,  May  13,  at  3:45.
